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REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


To the Town of Rutland : 

Fellow Citizens : The past year, if not marked by as rapid 
improvements as some of its predecessors, has been one of 
steady progress and permanent growth ; and we may hope that 
the year now opened upon us may be, as have been many for- 
mer ones, one of large prosperity to all. 

The amount expended npou highwjvs and bridges the past 
year has been larger than in 8ome former years by the increased 
outlay npou portious that have for years been bad. That por- 
tion of the Turnpike known as “ Rhoda Burns’ Hill,” and 
the “ Downs’ I J ill,” have been thoroughly repaired by excava- 
tions, etc, Perkins’ Avenue has had a large outlay, as has that 
portion of Strong’s Avenue south of Moon Brook bridge. 
Grove street, north of Gen. II. II. Baxter’s, has been raised at 
a large expense. East street has been built eutire, aud Center 
Rutlaud, Pooler and Curtis bridges have been repaired. 

I he time expired last October for building the bridge over 
Otter Creek, near the residence of Hon. S. M. Dorr. Wo 
have contracted with Evelyn Pierpoiut, Esq., to build a lattice 
bridge two hundred Get long and twenty-two feet wide, build the 
abutments aud piers, and construct the road from the eastern 
end of the bridge to the western terminus of River street, to be 
completed on or before the 1st of September of the present 
year, for the sum of $5,500 for the entire work. The esti- 
mated cost last year for the erection of the bridge was $10,000, 
therefore it seemed best to perfect the contract. 

The old Town Ilall property remains as it has since the fire 
of December, 18G8. It would seem in a pecuniary point of 
view, if nothing more is intended to be done, that the material 
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lying upon the lot be divided, and that portion belonging to the 
town be sold, rather than have it waste and decay. 

The finances of the town are in an easy condition ; most of 
its debt is funded and maturing at intervals in small amounts, 
60 that it can be liquidated at maturity Without resorting to 
new loans or burdensome taxation. 

The records of the town are of growing importance and 
their value is beyond price. It would seem that documents of 
so much value to each and every inhabitant should be placed 
beyond the probable contingency of loss.

OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


The Ovfeifcteer of the Poor closed his accounts on the 14th 
dny of February, and paid nil outstanding claims against his 
department, as far as known, up to that date. The Superin- 
tendent of the Poor Farm and your physicians are paid to the 
first day bf April. 

The entire amount drawn from your treasury for 


the support of the poor has been, 83,635 97

Tou also have herewith a list of persons who have received 
assistance outside the poor-hcuse,aud in most cases the amount 
annexed to each man’s name. A large number of cases would 
preclude the idea of their removal 

A. large amount of the outside expense of maintaining the 
poor in this town arises from travelers and stragglers passiug 
through the town, being destitute and in many cases actually 
suffering. This class of poor has been incereasing for years, 
and doubtless will for years to come. The location of Rutland 
is such that we shall always be mere or less overrun with this 
class of poor. The patience of your overseer has been taxed 
with this class more than with all others. Indeed, it requires 
no small degree of vigilance on his part to avoid filling our 
poor-house to its utmost capacity with paupers, who would be- 
come a charge to the town for life. To do this, and at ‘the 
same time always be ready with a willing hand to relieve the 
suffering and aid the destitute and needy, has been the aini of 
your overseer. 

There have been admitted, to the poor-house during the year 
forty-four different persons, and the average number through 
the year has been eleven. There arc now in the poor-house 
ten persons, eight adults and two children. 


is 

There have been barred outside the poor-house, at the 
expense of the town, nine persons, and none at the farm. 
When the character of the farm, and the drought of the last 
year, is considered, you will have little doubt that the farm 
has been taxed to its utmost capacity. Great inconvenience 
has been experienced in the lack of a suitable quantity of 
fencing on the farm. 

I have rendered aid to 215 different persons outside the poor 
house, the several applicants being io a destitute condition with 
a few honorable exceptions. The primary cause of most of 
our pauperism has been intemperance. Such is the opinion of 
your overseer. I should be happy if I could say that this pro- 
lific source of misery was removed from our midst. But 
justice requires that I should say that I see little or no abate- 
ment of the evil.
